2. QTATIGNS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Claims 1-5 and 7 lack novelty under PCT Articie 33(2) as being anticqiated by Nobuo Shioda {JP-63-1 16747). 

Shioda discloses a grinding machine comprising rotating grindstone and fixed grindstone, which ha metal disk and circular 

ceramic grindstone layer formed on die metal disk. The preferred ceramic material including silicon nitride and aluminum nitride. 
The grindstones are made from d» same material as claimed and therefore, would have die same properties as recited in claims 4- 
5. 

Claims 8-11 lacks an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over Nobuo Shioda (IP-63-1 16747). 
Although Shioda does not disclose the specific metal for the metal disk as claimed, however, the metals recited In daims 8-11 
are metals commonly used In the grinding machine and therefore would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art 
to use these metal for the grindstones In Shioda's grinding madiine. 

Claims 6 and 12-14 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(?)-<3), because die prior art does not teach or feirly suggest die 
grinding machine component as claimed. 

Claims 1-14 meet die criteria set out in PCT Artksle 33(4), and dius have industrial applicability because die subject matter claimed 
can be made or used in die grinding machine industry.
